Winning the Champagne Stakes at Belmont 


FLYING FURY, a product of one of the world’s most suc- 
cessful sires and an Alabama winner, entered the stud at 
Claiborne Farm in 1957. He raced for three seasons, won 
stakes in each year, and earned a total of $145,595. 


The son of *Nasrullah was one of the leading 2-year-olds 
of 1954 and was weighted at 119 lbs. on the Experimental 
Handicap. Flying Fury won his first stakes when he came 
from behind in a driving finish to win the one-mile Cham- 
pagne Stakes at Belmont from Grandpaw, Gold Box, and 
Cup Man. 


In a prep for the Garden State, Flying Fury stumbled 
coming out of the gate and went to his knees. He recovered 


and went after the leaders, was six lengths off with a fur- 
long to go, but caught the leaders to win by three-quarters 
of a length. 

In the Garden State Stakes, Flying Fury was the slowest 
out of the gate and started moving up in the backstretch. 
In the final drive he outran all the others except the winner 
Summer Tan and just missed getting second money. Poor 
racing luck dogged his efforts in the Pimlico Futurity for 
which he started favorite. Away slowly, he was caught in a 
jam on the first turn, was forced wide on the last turn but 
closed well to get a second to Thinking Cap. 


As a 3-year-old Flying Fury moved into the Derby picture 
with another of his come-from-behind victories in the Derby

In 1956 Flying Fury was given a refresher course over the 
jumps and did well, including a win over the champion 
jumper Neji. He was returned to the flat. On August 31 
he ran second in the 1%-mile Merchants’ and Citizens’ Hand- 
icap to Thinking Cap. Flying Fury got his revenge on 
Thinking Cap in their next start, the 1%2-mile Manhattan 
Handicap, by winning easily. Others trailing were Jet Ac- 
tion, Paper Tiger, Honeys Alibi, etc. Flying Fury started in 
the Jockey Club Gold Cup but unseated his rider immediately 
after leaving the starting gate. It was his last start.

The Standardbreds 


Thoroughbred racing has drawn many 
recruits from the ranks of Standardbred 
breeders and owners. A trend in the other 
direction may set in when it becomes gen- 
eral knowledge that a harness horse stable 
has won more than a million dollars in 
one season. As of November 16. Billy 
Haughton. of Brookville. N.  Y.. had 
trained the winners of $980.118.90 in 1958 
and had driven the horses which earned 
$714.741.33 of this total. He had bettered 
his own record, not only in money. but 
in number of winners driven. with 173 
to his credit. 

Haughton probably doesn’t have much 
time for watching television. He started 
the 1958 scason with 107 horses. has about 
a fourth of them left in his stable. Recently 
he has been driving 5 nights a week at 
Yonkers Raceway and on Saturday after- 
noon at Hollywood Park. Sometimes he’s 
in Columbus or Lexington in the after- 
noon and back at Yonkers in time for the 
night program. recent United Press 
story reported that he employed 5. assist- 
ant trainers. 54 grooms. a blacksmith. a 
hookkeeper, and a night watchman. 


No Drive-In Wagering 


Elmer Vickers. general manager of 
Tropical Park. wanted to make it as 
-‘mple as possible for the public to make 
a wager. so he asked the Florida State 
Racing Commission for permission to erect 
a daily-double booth on the highway out- 
side of the track’s gate. With Vickers’ 


drive-in wagering. a motorist who didn’t 
want to trouble himself with watching the 
races could make his bet and drive on. 

The commission this week ruled that 
Vickers’ plan would violate the state’s law 
against off-track betting. 


The Most Valuable Land 


Extract from a statement by Col. F. W. 
Kocster, general manager of the Cali- 
fornia Thoroughbred Breeders Association, 
at a meeting of the Joint Legislative Tax 
Committee at Los Angeles in October: 


carefully conducted) and exhaustive survey 
made in 1955 by the California Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association disclosed that the  State’s 
Thoroughbred industry had an aggregate value at 
that time of about 150 millions of dollars. This was 
based on the value of the real estate and improve- 
ments and equipment, as well as bloodstock and 
racing animals with a breeding potential, owned 
by our breeders. This figure represents an increase 
of about 24% times the worth of the industry only 
10 years previously... . The appreciation stemmed 
from two factors; sky-rocketing land values, in- 
fluenced materially by inflation, and marked im- 
provement in the quality, and therefore the value, 
of our breeding stock. 

Regarding land values, our most recent survey 
shows some 336 Thoroughbred breeding farms in 
Calif rnia, with a total of 33,336 acres devoted 
to horse production. Much of this is very valuable 
land. worth from $4,000 to as much as $10,000— 
end in at least one case $15,000—per acre. It is 
certain that our farms are operating on the most 
valuable land devoted to horses the world 
today. 

Today we find most of our present breeding 
farm acreage lying directly in the path of one 
of the greatest migrations of population in- 
dustry . . . ever experienced. Many of our people 
have already moved, attempting to seape— this 
juggernaut. All eventually must do so.

BANDIT was a horse of the highest 
class but from the very start of his 
racing career suffered from bursitis 
in his shoulder. Nevertheless, Bandit 
won his first start at Keeneland at 2, 
by an easy 3% lengths. In his second 
start, he won again by 3% lengths. 
Two weeks later he suffered his lone 
defeat at 2 when he ran third to Kid 
Jr. and Jet Colonel at Arlington Park. 
His first start at 3 was in the Phoenix 
Handicap which he won in 1:09%5 
from Sea O Erin, Star Rover, Bern- 
burgoo, ete. 

The son of Fair Trial demonstrated 
the highest degree of courage and 
fortitude, characteristics successful 
breeders demand in their stallions 
along with superb breeding and 
proven speed .. . these characteristics 
all belonged to Bandit. 


Fair Trial is renowned in England as 
a sire of sprinters plus winners of 
four of the shorter classic races: Fes- 
toon, Lambert Simnel, Palestine, and 
*Court Martial. The latter led the 
English 2-year-old sire list for five 
vears, the 1956-7 English General Sire 
Lists. Fair Trial, himself, also led 
the English General Sire list.

Hometown Heroes 


Bartimore. Neither First Landing nor 
*Tomy Lee was eligible for the Pimlico 
Futurity. and there was no provision for 
supplementary entries. There was no 
championship at stake — only $168.020, 
the second-richest purse in the world. 

With Intentionally looming as a_short- 
priced favorite (he closed at 13 to 10). 
some of the fans. more concerned with a 
price than with hometown loyalty. concen- 
trated on finding a horse to beat the 
chalk. It wasn’t easy. Only 9 of the 
1.989 original nominees showed up for the 
1,);-mile race. Cambridge Stable’s Pilot. 
winner of the Sanford at Saratoga in 
August. was the only other stakes winner 
in the group. 

Arguments were advanced for Rico 
Tesio and Black Hills. The  former’s 
stretch kick gained him supporters among 
those who hold to the notion that Pimlico 
is not a speed horse’s track. Black Hills’ 
partisans were saying that his recent easy 
win suggested that the Old Hilltop course 
suited him. Furthermore. they reasoned. 
Bill Hartack wasn’t interrupting a Florida 
vacation merely to exchange pleasantries 
in the jocks’ room. 

The start was in front of the stands. 
Pilot, breaking from the outside. was first 
away. Brooks putting him under pressure 
te “angle in” for the turn. Intentionally 
also set out to make a race of it from 
the bell. but when Brooks had tipped his 
hand, Shoemaker was content to allow the 
Jet Pilot colt to take the track. Brooks 
continued to “send” his mount around 
the first turn. Intentionally, Nimmer and 
Derrick settled in his wake. Rico Tesio 
and Black Hills were waiting in the rear. 

Pilot opened a lead of 3 or 4 lengths 
on the backstretch. then shortened stride. 
Going into the far turn, Intentionally 
swamped him while still under a_ hold. 
Rico Tesio and Black Hills were picking 
up horses. 

Turning for home. Intentionally was 
widening on his field. At the eighth-pole 
he was 4 lengths on top, and while this 
margin was being cut in half in the 
ensuing furlong Shoemaker didn’t appear 
to be concerned. He shook up his mount 
to insure the verdict, and hand-rode to the 
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Harry Isaacs LEADING IN INTENTIONALLY AFTER PIMLICO FuTURITY.

As the Pimlico Futurity field passed the grandstand for the first time Intentionally (3) led narrowly, followed by Pilot

finish. It was difficult to judge how much 
horse Shoemaker had under him at the 
wire; sometimes he makes the hard ones 
appear easy. 

Rico Tesio’s performance closely paral- 
leled his trip in the Remsen, when he 
lagged early, made a bold bid. then failed 
to follow through. He failed to threaten 
Intentionally, but had no trouble holding 
off the ground-saving Black Hills in the 
drive. 

The race was run in 1:46. This was 
144 seconds slower than Jewel’s Reward 
required last year and 4 full seconds 
slower than the track record set 914% years 
ago by Noble Impulse. The track was 
fast. but it was cuppy and quite 
deep. It took a dead-fit horse to win at 
Pimlico’s fall meeting. Apparently no 
one knew this better than Ed Kelly. In- 
tentionally’s trainer. 

Baltimore-bred Kelly sharpened Inten- 
tionally for his rich engagement with 
several stiff drills, causing some second- 
guessers to wonder whether 6 furlongs 
in 1:1245 over the deep strip was pushing 
a 2-year-old a mite too hard. Kelly should 
know Pimlico as he knows the palm of 
his hand: he started his race track career 
20 years ago by walking hots at the Belve- 
dere Avenue course. 

Kelly and his older brother Tommy. who 
trains Mike Phipps’ stable. represent one 
of racing’s finest families. Both are re- 
spected for character as well as training 
ability. Ed, 37 years old. has been training

Harry Isaacs’ horses 6 years. For the 
Baltimore clothing manufacturer, who 


didn’t win a race during his first 4 years 
in the sport, Kelly saddled Isasmoothie to 
win the 1952 Pimlico Futurity. That 
purse, $59,410, was less than half the 
sum won by Intentionally. 

The Futurity closed out Brookfield’s 
1958 racing year. Immediately after ac- 
cepting the trophy, Harry Isaacs headed 
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for Friendship Airport en route to the 
Newmarket sales. Intentionally was sched- 
uled for a Monday shipment to his Caro- 
lina winter quarters. 

“We have no plans other than getting 
the horses in shape for next spring.” said 
Kelly. “Intentionally and the others need 
a rest.” 

No Flamingo or Florida Derby? 

“Not figuring on it. We'll have to see 
how he comes along.” 

Did Intentionally impress his 
as a colt that would go 
horses? 

“T would have to think so.” Kelly re- 
plied. “He’s bred to go on. and he held 
on well out there in this race. He rated 
nicely today.” 

Would that imply 
ways rate well? 

“He has a lot of speed. but I think 
he could be put anywhere in a race and 
he would run well.” 
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Shoemaker had ridden him twice and 
won 2 Futurities. Did he fit Intentionally 
better than any of the 6 other jockeys 
who rode him this year? 

“Shoe’s a fine rider and he rode a 
good race. but there was nothing the 
matter with the way that (Eldon) Nelson 
handled this colt in the Champagne or 
in the Garden State. He was badly im- 
peded in New York, and he just couldn't 
seem to handle the sloppy track in the 
Garden State.”

Warton received a “Dear Frank” 
from the governor which said: 
cepting your resignation. 
ber 1.7 

Warton wrote back: “At no time have 
I presented a resignation to you. There- 
fore. the only construction that can be 
placed on your letter is that you are 
dismissing me.” Warton said he was fired 
“because of my attitude (negative) to- 
wards the breeders bill.” 

Governor Stratton said he wanted “some- 
one who was more active and could get 

more.” 

Warton. 69, was retired some time ago 
as a vice president of the Quaker Oats 
He had served on the racing 
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board since August. 1949. when he was 
appointed by former Goy. Adlai E. Steven- 
son as a minority member. 

Stratton conceded that Warton’s associa- 
tion with the newly formed American 
Thoroughbred Owners Association had 
something to do with the dismissal. 

Warton is assistant secretary and trea- 
surer of the group. “ve done all the 
work.” he said. 

William S. Miller. the current: minority 
member of the board. is a vice president 
of the ATOA. Miller and Warton recently 
cutvoted chairman Paul Serdar in recom- 
mending that purses for Ilinois-breds the 
next 2 years be sliced in half. with maxi- 
mum values reduced to $10.000. Races had 
been planned with added money of $50.000 
and $75.000. 

Didn't the fact Warton had been fired 
put Miller on the spot? 

“T would think so.” Warton said. 

Warton had been consistent in his stand 
on the breeders bill. From the start he 
was against the huge purses. Miller. how- 
ever, had had a major part in the con- 
struction of the bill. which was backed by 
Stratton. 

Voynow’s stand on the breeder's bill? 

“I'm definitely for it. Just how much 
should be paid out in purses now or 5 
years from now I’m not prepared to say. 
I must first become more familiar with 
the bill and other pertinent matters.” he 
said. 

Whether future race dates and’ sites of 
meetings will be affected by the board 
change remains to be seen. 

In the last few years Warton and Miller 
have been regarded as friendly to the 
Benjamin F. Lindheimer group. which 
controls 3 of Chicago’s 5 tracks. Arling- 
ton Park, Washington Park. and Balmoral. 

It wasn’t always so. For many years 
Miller sided with Serdar and against War- 
ton in issues involving the Lindheimer 
people. In 1953 Miller and Serdar voted 
to give Sportsman’s Park 3 days of racing 
at the expense of Arlington Park. Wash- 
ington Park and Hawthorne. Because of 
a calendar quirk, there was one less week 
of racing that year. and Sportsman’s had 
wanted 4 of the 6 days it was losing. 
It got 3. 

In 1955. after Lincoln Fields was sold 
and became Balmoral. Miller and Serdar 
opposed in principle the shifting of the 
Balmoral meeting to Washington Park. 
The move finally was permitted because 
of the inadequacies of the Lincoln Fields 
site at Crete, II]. 

Miller at that time said: “One would 
have to be very naive indeed to fail to 
conclude that Benjamin F. Lindheimer 
is the man behind the purchase of Lincoln 
Fields. The board cannot permit a mo- 
nopoly to be created in the conduct of 
racing meetings in the Chicago area.” 

Early in 1957, when Lindheimer was 
battling Russell Reineman and Harry L. 
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Nathenson for control of Balmoral. Miller 
was voting on the side of the Lindheimer 
group. 

Serdar expressed the view then that no 
one should be involved in the management 
of 2 or more race tracks within 100 miles 
of each other, and he said he would pre- 
sent legislation to this effect before the 
next assembly. 

The fight promises to go on. but it may 
become one-sided. since referee has 
been fired. Joe AGRELLA

Bred in New Zealand. *Knave raced in 
Australia at 2. 3, and 4. winning 10 races 
and £26.227. He won the V. R. C. Sires 
Produce and Champagne Stakes at 2, the 
Stradbroke Handicap at 3 and the Epsom 
Handicap at 4. He was brought to the 
U.S. late in 1956 and raced here in 1957. 
when he won the Longfellow Handicap 
and 2 other races. He bowed a tendon 
in a workout shortly after his Longfellow 
victory and never raced again. 

Fee for *Knave. a 6-year-old horse by 
Faux Tirage—Trick, by Defaulter—En- 
chant, by Medieval Knight. will be $500 
for a live foal. 


Scuffle for Prince Bio 


The court of appeals in Paris last week 
decided that the 17-year-old stallion Prince 
Bio should remain “sequestered” until it 
is determined whether he is to remain in 
France as the property of Prince Aly 
Khan or come to the U. S. as the property 
of Nelson B. Hunt. The decision marked 
the end of the first round of a legal con- 
test initiated after Celestin  Herbline 
agreed to sell the noted stallion to Aly 
Khan for 50.000.000 frances (about $119.- 
000), then accepted young Bunker Hunt's 
offer of 75,000.000 franes (about $178.- 
570). 

Herbline contended that he was free to 
accept the higher offer because Aly Khan 
had failed to make payment. Aly, who 
filed suit to sustain his claim. informed 
the court that he had deposited 30.000.000 
franes in a Swiss bank to seal the agree- 
ment. Ownership of the horse will re- 
main in doubt until the French courts 
hand down a final decision.

L. L. Lawrence. who also bred his 
equally distinguished paternal half-brother 
*Princequillo. He is the sire of Sicambre.

The 5-year- 
eld mare was shipped to Combs’ Spend- 
thrift Farm in the same car with *Gallant 
Man. to which she is booked for 1959. 

By Eight Thirty—La Chicuela, by 
*Blenheim II, Gay Life won 6 races and 
earned $83.515. In 1957 she won the 
Firenze Handicap and was second in the 
Ladies and Bed O’Roses Handicaps and 
third in the Beldame and Black Helen 
Handicaps. She also was third in the 
Black Helen this year. 


Death of Bobby Brocato 


Kerr Stable’s Bobby Brocato, which was 
to have entered the stud next year, died 
suddenly on Saturday morning, November 
22. at Northridge Farms, ‘Northridge, 
Calif. Cause of death was not immediately 
determined. 

By Natchez — Dorothy Brown, — by 
*Brown King, Bobby Brocato raced for 
his breeder. Joe W. Brown, until the sum- 
mer of 1955, when he was sold privately, 
reportedly for $150,000, to Travis M. Kerr. 
The horse won 2 stakes for Kerr in the 
fall of 1955, and in 1956 he was one of 
the country’s best handicap horses, win- 
ning the San Pasqual, San Marcos, Santa 
Anita. San Juan Capistrano, San Fran- 
cisco. Tanforan, Election Day, and Peter 
Clark Handicaps and earning $298,800. 

Injured in his last start of 1956, Bobby 
Brocato never returned to top form. He 
was unplaced in 3 starts last year, won 
one of 5 this season. He retired with 
earnings of $504,510. 

Before he was returned to training this 
spring Bobby Brocato was bred to 4 mares, 
and all are reported in foal.

August Belmont Jr. and William Col- 
lins Whitney clashed the business 
world. but in the sport of racing their 
singlemindedness was largely responsible 
for the construction of the finest race 
course in America. 

The Westchester Racing Association 
had organized in 1895, and for 10 years 
its meetings were held at old Morris Park. 
But several members of the association. 
Belmont among them, felt’ that  racing’s 
future in New York lay on Long Island, 
so that when the association encountered 
its first difficulties in arriving at terms 
for a new lease at Morris Park, it finally 
was decided to make the move. 

Belmont and Whitney at this time were 
engaged in a battle for control of public 
transportation in New York City, but in 
1902 they put aside their business differ- 
ences long enough to join with Thomas 
Hitcheock. E. D. Morgan. J. Pierpont 
Morgan, and others in the purchase of 650 
acres in Queens and Nassau Counties, 
where they proposed to construct the most 
splendid race track in America. Some 
members of the association felt that their 
needs did not require such extensive prop- 
erty. but Belmont and Whitney struck for 
spaciousness. 

Hoping to incorporate in the track as 
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many of the best European ideas as were 
practical, they retained an Englishman by 
the name of H. Williams. secretary of 
Sandown Park, to guide construction in 
an advisory capacity. It was Whitney who 
suggested that the plant be called Belmont 
Park. in honor of the first August Bel- 
mont. and the younger Belmont was 
named the now track’s first president. 

Belmont Park opened on May 4, 1905, 
and was an immediate success. 

That Belmont and Whitney could work 
together so closely and so selflessly was 
a tribute to them and to the sport of 
racing; in business they had crashed with 
a resounding bang. 

Belmont had become interested in public 
transportation early in’ his career. In 
1890 he had been appointed to the Rapid 
Transit Commission in New York City, 
and his fellow board members elected him 
as president. After several years of asso- 
ciation with the city’s transportation prob- 
lems. he became convinced that a subway 


would become a necessity if the expanding 


city was to have adequate public trans- 
portation. In the 1890°s this project was 
mentioned several times, but opposition 
from street and elevated railways delayed 
action. 

Most important man in New York trans- 
portation during these years was Whitney, 
who had turned to street railway systems 


after a term as Secretary of the Navy 
under Grover Cleveland. By 1900 Whit- 
ney’s Metropolitan Street Railway Com- 
pany controlled almost all surface lines 
within New York City. The company. 
however, was not in sound condition. 
Many of the smaller lines which Whitney 
had bought out had been expensive to 
acquire and had limited earning capacity. 
Capitalization of the Metropolitan was 
unbalanced by the exchange of stock in 
the smaller lines for blocks of Metro- 
politan stock. The company had spent 
excessively to develop cable traction to 
replace horse cars, and the cables be- 
came almost worthless overnight with the 
advent of street cars powered by elec- 
tricity. 

Thus, in 1900. when the Rapid Transit 
Commission asked for bids on the con- 
struction of a subway on the West Side 
of Manhattan, Metropolitan found itself 
in a precarious position. Having spent 
millions to electrify its own lines. it was 
in a poor position to undertake a subway 
project: on the other hand. a subway in 
the hands of another company would re- 
duce greatly the future income of Metro- 
politan. (Whitney and Thomas Fortune 
Ryan, his principal associate in the New 
York street railways. actually had_ little 
to lose. Neither had much money tied up 
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in Metropolitan; their profits had come 
from fees for services. stock reorganiza- 


tions. and holding companies.) 


| Under the terms of the RTC plan. the 
entire. construction cost of the subway 
} would be paid by the city. The low bidder 


would equip the system at his own ex- 
pense, lease it for 50 years. and operate 
it. John B. MeDonald bid $35.000.000. and 
was awarded the job of construction. 

Immediately after the contract was 
awarded, MeDonald ran into trouble. The 
city required him to post a million-dollar 
bond. with $500.000 actually on deposit 
with the city. The company which had 
promised to supply the bond refused to 
do so. and the change of heart was attrib- 
uted. correctly or not, to Whitney and 
Ryan. 


Jelmont now stepped in. On February 
5. 1900. he joined with MeDonald to

attributed to Whitney, and when a charter 
finally was issued it was considered a 
personal triumph for Belmont over his 
rival. A number of years later, though, 
Belmont admitted that it was Whitney who 
finally got the charter for him. Mark 
Hirsch. Whitney's biographer, explained 
it this way: 

“Evidence poinis to master-minding by 
Whitney and Ryan. Belmont now had to 
go ahead with a risky experiment. and 
the drudgery of constructing. equipping 
and maintaining a subway. The Metropol- 
itan would profit from his experience.” 

But. the Metropolitan did not have time 
to profit. Before the West Side subway 
was finished, there was demand for an 
East Side subway. and Metropolitan no 
longer could delay entering the field. In 
1903 the petitioned the RTC 
for permission to build. and in 1904. after 
Whitney’s death, a second proposal was 
submitted. 

Metropolitan's 


company 


decision to enter the 
subway field was an oblique strategy cal- 
culated to force Belmont to merge his 
corporation with Metropolitan. Hirsch re- 
ports: 

“Ryan hired Lemuel EF. Quigg. a master 
lobbyist. to mobilize public opinion, and 
where it did not exist. to create it through 
fictitious organizations and civic associa- 
tions demanding that Metropolitan should 
get the franchise. It was a violent fight. but 
Belmont was up against a man such as 
he had not encountered before. In De- 
cember. 1905. he was brought to his knees. 
His Interborough Rapid Transit Company 
acquired the holdings of the Metroplitan 
Securities Company (the holding com- 
pany). capitulating before the threat of 
a competing subway along the east side. 
The new company was known as the Inter- 
borough-Metropolitan Company. and was 
incorporated in January. 1906. with a cap- 
ital of $155.000.000.” 

How Belmont fared financially in this 
business transaction is not clear. The 
feeling in Wall Street was that the merger 
was made upon terms unfavorable to him, 
but Belmont insisted that he made a 
profit and that he and Ryan remained 
good friends. 

Belmont retained his interest in the sub- 
way until his death. In the early 1900's 
he advocated that the city take action to 
obtain land in the outlying boroughs to 
be used for future public transportation. 
He remained a director of the corporation 
until his death, and he defended the sub- 
way against all attacks. In 1907 he said. 
“The Interborough is the only company 
in my experience that can claim the dis- 
tinction of doing any serious service for 
the improvement of traffic in Greater New 
York, in spite of the abuse it has received,

ed from the standpoint of a reasonable re- 
turn on the money invested—whether it 
be the city’s or private money. You can’t 
treat it on an ideal basis.” 

The subway business did not occupy all 
of Belmont’s time carly in the 20th cen- 
tury. He also took an active interest in 
politics. as his father had done. He was 
a Democrat. and in 1904 he contributed 
$250.000 to the presidential campaign of 
Judge Alton Parker. Belmont’s money 
helped Parker get the nomination, but the 
Republican nominee was Theodore Roose- 
velt. 

For several years around the turn of 
the century Belmont’s activities in politics 
and business and in the development of 
Belmont Park were carried on at a sacri- 
fice to his racing stable. From 1898, when 
his first wife died. until 1905, most of the 
colts produced at the Nursery Stud were 
sold, and most of the fillies were put out 
on lease. During this period his older 
brother. Perry Belmont. owned the best 
horse racing for the family. 

The good handicap horse Ethelbert. a 
son of the unraced *Eothen, was raced by 
James Galway at 2, when he won the 


Nursery Handicap and Spring Sweep- 
stakes. finished second in the Great 


Eastern Handicap and the second Double 
Event. third in the Flatbush Stakes. He 
then was sold privately to Perry Belmont, 
and was by far the best horse ever owned 
by him. 

In his first race at 3 Ethelbert was sec- 
ond in the Metropolitan Handicap. After 
2 minor victories he won the Broadway, 
Spindrift. and Lawrence Realization. His 
10-length triumph over Lothario and Filon 
d'Or in the Realization was one of the 
most impressive in the distinguished his- 
tory of the classic. The fine mare Imp 
beat him in the Brighton Handicap, but 
he came back to take the Peconic, Sea 
Gate, and Dixiana Stakes hefore finishing 
third in the Morris Park Handicap. 

Weight played an important role in 
Ethelbert’s record at 4. since he usually 
made large concessions to his contempo- 
raries. He won 7 of 13 starts, finished sec- 
ond 4 times and third once. His victories 
included the Metropolitan. Municipal. 
and Twin City Handicaps. the Special 
and Islip Stakes. and the Brighton Cup. 
He lost the $25.000 Annual Champion by 
a nose under top weight of 133 pounds, 
and the chartman commented that with 
a better ride “Ethelbert should have won.” 
Under 130 pounds he was second to Kin- 
ley Mack in the Suburban. and again he 
was beaten by Kinley Mack in the Bever- 
wyck Handicap, then a flat race. In his 
last start of the year he carried 127 pounds 
to second place in the Morris Park Hand- 
icap. losing to Maid of Harlan (95). 

Ethelbert raced only 3 times at 5, win- 
ning the Standard Stakes under 129 
pounds and finishing second in the Ad- 
vance under the same burden. He carried

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One of the greatest race mares in America in this century was Beldame, 1901, by Octagon—*Bella 
Donna, by Hermit, honored in Turf history with the Beldame Handicap, one of America’s leading 
filly-and-mare races. Bred by August Belmont, she scored her greatest victories for Newton Ben- 


nington, who leased her in 1903-04. She raced again for Belmont at 


top weight of 126 pounds in the Suburban. 
conceding from 12 to 29 pounds to his 
rivals, and was unplaced. 

About the time Ethelbert was disap- 
pearing from the racing scene. Beldame. 
1901, by Octagon—*Bella Donna, by Her- 
mit, emerged. Octagon, es mentioned 
earlier, was one of the better horses in 
the Belmont stable in the 1890°s. winning 
the Brooklyn Derby and the Toboggan 
Handicap twice. *Bella Donna already had 
produced the fine colt Don de Oro and 
several other winners. 

Beldame began racing for August Bel- 
mont, and mid-way in her 2-year-old cam- 
paign she was leased to Newton Benning- 
ton, a friend and business associate. At 
4 the mare raced again for her breeder. 

At 2 Beldame won 3 of 7 starts, her 
most notable victory coming in the rich 
Great Filly Stakes. She also took the Ver- 
nal Stakes and finished second in the 
Clover and third in the Matron. 

The next season Beldame compiled one 
of the best records ever posted by a 3-year- 
old filly. She lost only twice in 14 starts, 
both times to older males. and she beat 
many of the country’s best horses at dis- 
tances ranging from 7 furlongs to 2 miles. 

The Carter Handicap was Beldame’s 
first race of the year, and she easily turned 
back older colts and horses. winning by 2 
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lengths under a stout hold. She finished 
third to the good 4-year-old Irish Lad in 
the Metropolitan, then won 5 in a row, 
including the Ladies, Mermaid (by 8 
lengths). and Gazelle (by 10) Stakes 
before the 5-year-old Hermis beat her in 
the Test Handicap. 

Beldame closed her season with 6 
straight victories. She won the Alabama 
by 4 lengths. pulling up; the Saratoga 
Cup by 6. beating Africander. The Picket. 
and Caughnawaga; the Dolphin Stakes by 
4 lengths, over’ the colts; the September 
Stakes. beating Ort Wells easily by 3 
lengths; the First Special “easily by 2 
lengths.” with the 5-year-old Caughnawaga 
second; and the Second Special. “pulled 
to a walk.” over Broomstick. McChesney. 
and Africander. 

As a 4-year-old Beldame was required 
to spot weight to her male opponents in 
most races. She won the Standard Stakes 
and the Suburban. conceding from 2 to 35 
pounds. by the scale in the latter race. 
She was second in the Brighton Mile and 
Saratoga Cup, third in the Saratoga and 
Brighton Handicaps. She retired with earn- 
ing of $102.570. 

Belmont owned only one other race 
horse of outstanding merit in the first 10 
years of this century. and that was Fair 
Play. 1905. by Hastings—*Fairy Gold, by 


4, retiring with $102,570. 


Bend Or, Hastings had proved an imme- 
diate success in the stud despite his ter- 
rible temperament. (He refused to allow 
a bridle to be put on him, and his groom 
carried a large stick whenever he had to 
be caught. After a few close calls, a run- 
way Was built from his stall to his paddock 
to reduce handling of the horse to a min- 
imum). In 1902. with only 2 crops running, 
Hastings led all American sires. his 29 
winners accounting for 63 races and $113.- 
865. Among the best horses in his first 
2 crops were Mizzen. Lord of the Vale, 
Masterman. and Gunfire. 

At 2 Fair Play won 3 of his first 4 
starts. including the Montauk and Flash 
Stakes. then lost 6 in a row. He was sec- 
ond in the Hopeful, Produce. and Matron 
Stakes. third in the United States Hotel 
Stakes and Nursery Handicap and fourth 
in the Futurity. Colin beat him in the Fu- 
turity. Produce. and Matron, by margins 
of at least 4 lengths. 

The following year Fair Play was see- 
ond in his first 5 outings. but he won 
3 of the best 3-year-old races and_ fin- 
ished the season as the leading money- 
winner of his division. Colin and Celt were 
his masters. but, fortunately for Belmont, 
both went out of training early in the 
year. Fair Play won the Brooklyn Derby,

Coney Island Jockey Club Stakes, Law- 
renee Realization, and First Special. and 
tre Jerome and Municipal Handicaps. He 
was second in the Belmont and Withers 
Stakes and the Brooklyn Handicap and 
third in the Suburban. His earnings of 
$71.240 helped make Hastings the leading 
sire for the second time. 

By 1908 the future of racing in New 
York was indefinite, and in the fall Fair 
Play was sent to England. The horse ap- 
parently had tired of racing, and he did 
not seem to adapt to grass. After being 
unplaced in 6 races. he was returned to 
the U. S. to enter the stud. 

At the time of Fair Play’s retirement. 
the second August Belmont had been 
breeding horses for about 17 years. Many 
good ones came from the Nursery during 
this period, but Beldame was the farm’s 
only champion. Considering the large 
number of mares—usually 50 to 70— 
which Belmont owned, it could not be 
called an outstanding record. Hastings 
and Henry of Navarre also were cham- 
pions. but both had been bought after 
they had proved their merit. As was the 
case with his father, Belmont’s greatest 
success in the Thoroughbred world was 
withheld until his later years. 

But Belmont’s influence was felt in 
other ways. In 1893 he was one of the 
leaders in the organization of The Jockey 
Club. and he served as its chairman from 
1895 until his death. The club’s reputa- 
tion for honesty, integrity, and firmness. 
which modern-day racing takes for grant- 
ed. is attributable more to August Belmont 
than to any other one man. 


It was Belmont’s hand which guided 
plans for a new track in New York, and 
it was largely because of his insistence 
upon a majestic course that he and _ his 
colleagues bought so much land. It was 
this foresight which allowed Belmont Park 
to remain America’s principal racing cen- 
ter long after August Belmont died. 

When anti-betting legislation first ap- 
peared in New York, no man fought hard- 
er against it than Belmont. He appeared 
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before legislative committees. took pains 
to correct: misstatements about racing in 
the press. and gave financial support to 
the tracks when the threat of a racing 
blackout caused business to drop off. After 
the Hughes Law finally wiped out New 
York racing. he contributed time and 
money to work for the re-establishment of 
racing on satisfactory terms. 

He was a member of the first New York 
Siate Recing Commission, and it was at 
his insistence that The Jockey Club was 
given almost absolute control over racing 
in the state. He organized the breeding 
bureau of The Jockey Club. and the mod- 
ern Lookover Stallion Station at Avon. 
N. Y.. is the result of the program which 
he began. 

Despite these major contributions to 
the American Turf. Belmont is remember- 
ed primarily as a breeder. During the last 
15 years of his life he bred Tracery. *Vul- 
cain, Friar Rock, Mad Hatter. Man 0° 
War. *Hourless. Chatterton, Ladkin, My 
Play. Chance Play, Dunlin. Chance Shot. 
and numerous other good ones. This suc- 
cess was offset to a considerable extent by 
a tremendous failure in the business world.

Soil Problems 


SOIL FERTILITY AND ANIMAL 
HEALTH, by William A. Albrecht, 
Fred Hayne Co., Webster City, Lowa. 
$3.95. 


Dr. William A. Albrecht. chairman of 
the Department of Soils. University of 
Missouri. has preached soil fertilization 
before crop fertilization for many years. 
and in this book he documents his thesis 
that good animal health is not possible 
without good soil fertility. 

Since the book originally appeared in 
the Aberdeen-Angus Journal Dr. Albrecht 
stresses cattle. but bis remarks are just 


as pertinent for breeders of other live- 
stock. particularly horses. The horse re- 
sembles the more than any other 
farm animal. each depending primarily 
upon grass and hay for nutrients. 


cow 


Protein is the key for good animal 
putrition. just as it is for proper human 
nutrition. and Dr. Albrecht decries the 
emphasis on bulk in animal feeds, both 
natural and_= artificial. at sacrifice of 
protein quality. Nutrition depends upon 
soil fertility. he says. not upon plant pedi- 
gree. There is no magic in a particular 
species which may produce large yields: 
in fact. almost invariably. as the yields 
increase the percentage of protein avail- 
able in the crop decreases. “The simple 
fact that a crop grows is no proof that it 
is feed for a cow.” he says. 

Dr. Albrecht presents chapters on cal- 
cium. magnesium. phosphorus. organic 
matter and trace elements in addition to 
his extensive remarks upon proteins, the 
climate’s effect on soil. and the economic 
problems of improving the soil. He stress- 
es calcium particularly. calling it the 
“premier” element. He points out 
that most farms would be considerably 
worse than they are except for the practice 
of liming “to correct” acidity. As he 
points out, a certain amount of acidity is 
necessary for almost all crops. while lim- 
ing is important because it supplies cal- 
cium. which is the element most needed 
to build sustaining fertilty in a soil. 


soil 


Magnesium and phosphorus have been 
ignored by far too many farm owners and 
managers. The usual answer to poorer 
pastures and reduced crop yields is new 
grasses or new crops. and Dr. Albrecht 
says that this practice invariably results 
in a declining protein value. Grasses 
which grow well on soils depleted by 
mismanagement are those lowest in cal- 
cium, phosphorus, and other important 
elements. 

Dr. Albrecht criticizes many prevalent 
practices in American agriculture. Among 
these is crop rotation. In a chapter deal- 
ing with organic matter he says. “This 
emphasis upon crop rotation has been in 
spite of the fact that Nature grows her 
crops to the climax of each of them by 
keeping the same crop continuously on 
the same soil and in the same place. Crop 
rotations are the most economical way of 
harvesting maximum crops. Consequently 
they are also the quickest way of depleting 
the soil most rapidly of its inorganic fer- 
tility under such crop removal.” 

Asking that soil fertility be recognized 
as a national problem, Dr. Albrecht says. 
“Living things in agriculture have been 
forgotten in an economics built on in- 
dustry where living matters do not enter 
as parts and parcel in the manufacturing 
process. Surely we must have some knowl- 
edge of the soil as nutrition if the cow 
and all agricultural life is not to be 
pushed out by the machinery that ought

to serve the cow by following behind her 
rather than taking such prominence as to 
extinguish her in our thinking of agricul- 
ture. There must be a partnership — not 
our complete dictatorship — between ani- 
mals first and the machine second in the 
creation of living things.” 

Dr. Jonathan Forman, editor of the 
Ohio State Medical Journal and president 
of the Friends of the Land, has contri- 
buted an epilogue in which he points out 
that soil fertility is just as important to 
humans as it is to livestock. 

The message of Soil Fertility and Ani- 
mal Health is a timely one, and any farm 
owner or manager who is concerned with 
the health of his livestock can enlarge 
his perspective of soil management by a 
careful study of the book. Dr. Albrecht 
has not attempted to simplify his discus- 
sion, and those casually interested in 
farming may find the technical aspects 
of the book somewhat formidable. Anyone 
willing to devote time and effort will be 
rewarded with a good basic understanding 
of America’s current soil-fertility problem.

The last of Lady Wentworth’s excellent 
books on the Arab. which she considered 
The World’s Best Horse (title of an earlier 
work). source of best traits of the Thor- 
oughbred. Includes detailed notes and 
illustrations setting forth standards for 
judgment of conformation. Lady Went- 
worth had little patience with scholars 
whe found in the race horse virtues de- 
rived from native English sources; most 
of her adversaries were flogged clear out 
of the pit. A sample from her spurs: 


The construction. of the Mare’s Nest began in 
1881 by a speculative assumption of an American 
writer in the Encyclopaedia Britannica that if the 
English Stud Book did not state a mare’s pedigree 
she must have been- English. If by this he meant 
(as many people do) any mare bred in’ England 
without distinction of bl od or breed there was 
nothing unreasonable in it. . . . The idea would 
have passed unnoticed hid not J. Osborne taken 
it up sixteen years later, thereby laying the first 
egg which by a progressive process of incubation 
developed from unauthorized speculation to positive 
assertiin via “probably,” “possibly,” “‘undoubted- 
ly.” and “most certainiy” English, to the journal- 
ist Mankato Robertson’s invention of “a famous 
English running mare,” finally hatching out into 
winged brood of flying myths, “our celebrated 
Yorkshire breed of racing mares.” .. . 

There is, in fact, no evidence on paper ef any- 
thing whatever except Oriental blood. . . . 


Textbook for Jockeys 


FROM START TO FINISH, First Steps 
to Flat-Racing Riding, by John Hislop, 
with foreword by Sir Gordon Richards, 
illustrated by John Skeaping.

John Hislop, as Sir Gordon Richards 
remarks in his brief foreword, “worked 
in a racing stable for ten years and was 
up to professional standard as a_ rider 
under both Rules.” He is also the most 
literate amateur rider in Great Britain. 
His book on race riding ranges from ele- 
mentary instruction and advice to a chap- 
ter entitled “Tricks of the Trade.” Even 
though it holds to the English scene and 
to English terminology. it should be in- 
valuable to boys and young men aspiring 
to become jockeys in North America. 
Graceful line drawings by John Skeaping 
illustrate and amplify the detailed instruc- 
tions set forth by the author. There is 
nothing comparable to this excellent book 
in the U. S. or elsewhere.

AUSTRALIA 
While the Cat's Away 


Sypnry. At Caulfield race course, Mel- 
bourne, the crowd gave 3 cheers for *Sail- 
ors Guide a few days after his victory 
at Laurel. There was general regret that 
the International was won on a_ protest, 
but the result was a tribute to the fairness 
of American racing officials. 

In his Australian career *Sailor’s Guide 
always had to play second fiddle, to Rising 
Fast, Dalray. Rederaze. and finally Tul- 
loch. which was weighted 13 pounds above 
him by the scale for this year’s Melbourne 
Cup. Good and game as the little fellow 
was. there was usually a champion just 
a little better. 

With Tulloch absent because of intes- 
tinal infection. form has been irregular 
in weight-for-ege races in Sydney and 
Melbourne. and the second-raters have 
brought off a series of upsets. 

Monte Carlo, winner of the Mackinnon 
Stakes at Flemington and second under 
132 pounds in the Melbourne Cup, was a 
4-to-7 failure in the 115-mile Fisher Plate 
at the V. R. C. carnival. This went to 
Webster (Blue Booklet—Melorna), which 
became the first 3-year-old gelding to win 
at weight for age since the abolition of 
the 3-pound allowance for geldings. Monte 
Carlo’s failure did not surprise me. In 
the past his races have needed careful 
spacing. but this was his third hard run 
in the course of a week. 

Lord was 4 to 5 in the Linlithgow 
Stakes at a mile, and finished unplaced. 
The good filly Wiggle, with 107 pounds, 
defeated Webster and Young Idealist. 
Another hot favorite to go down was But 
Beautiful, in the 115-mile Oaks. won by 
Chicola, a filly reared by a draught mare 
as foster-mother. Then Wiggle started at 
4 to 7 for the one-mile Sandown Guineas. 
and was beaten half a neck by But Beau- 


tiful. 


In the Williamstown Cup. at 1144 miles, 
the Melbourne Cup winner Baystone was 
favorite at 11 to 4, and he missed a place 
in the heavy going, which he dislikes. 
Winner was the 15:2 Droll Prince (125), 
a 5-year-old bay horse by the Melbourne 
Cup winner Comic Court out of Ismailia. 
Second and third were Paratone (102) 
and Master Rane (104). The Victoria 
Derby winner Sir Blink (110) beat only 
2 of the runners home. Sir Blink was set 
for the race a year ago. The time bomb 
went off at the right moment.

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Beginning with the breeding season of 
1950. the registrar of The Jockey Club 
has given data from which the fertility 
ratios of stallions could be determined in 
approximate degree. The November issue 
of the Racing Calendar includes the sixth 
annual report of this nature, with results 
of the 1955 breeding season for stallions 
which covered at least 10 mares in that 
year. 

The first report, for the 1950) season 
(foals of 1951), gave only the number of 
mares covered by each horse and the re- 
sulting number of applications for regis- 
tration. For the 1951 season there were 
additional figures: (1) foals slipped or 
dead. (2) number of mares barren. and 
(3) number of mares for which no report 
was made, A year later the number of 
mares which died was added to the rec- 
ord, and the annual reports have remained 
in this format for a 4-year period. 1952-55. 

Figures of this kind can never be ac- 
cepted as complete, except in the number 
of mares covered and the resulting num- 
ber of applications for registration. It is 
not always possible to know whether a 
mare has slipped a foal; and nearly 1 out 
of every 5 mares remains unreported. The 
no-report. group includes miscarriages. 
foals which died, barren mares. and large 
numbers of mares which died. The re- 
ported percentage of mares which died is 
far below the normal mortality rate. 

Fertility percentages given in the Racing 
Calendar were calculated after the mares 
which died and those unreported had 
been eliminated from consideration alto- 
gether: thus a large number of stallions 
are shown with 100 per cent fertility. As 
in previous years, The Blood-Horse has 
taken the liberty to calculate percentages 
in a different fashion. excluding only the 


mares reported to have died after having 
been covered. 

The percentage of mares reported preg- 
nant. including those which lost their 
foals, is given for each stallion. If there 
was a difference between the reported 
number of pregnancies and the number of 
applications for registration, the percent- 
age of live foals is also given. 

Summation of the data provided by The 
Jockey Club yields totals from which aver- 
age expectation may be determined. From 
12.317 mares covered in 1955 there 6,925, 
or 56.2. per cent. which produced foals 
that lived long enough to have registra- 
tion applications made. Allowing for ad- 
ditional fatalities after the applications 
for registry have been made. it may be 
estimated roughly that. for every 2 mares 
covered. 1 foal may be expected to reach 
racing age. The following table. which 
does not exclude mares reported dead. 
shows the results of the 6 years for which 
data are available:

Stallions included in the summary. those 
which covered at least 10 mares. accounted 
for 72 per cent of the registered foals of 
1956. excluding late registrations.

The per- 
centage of living foals approaches exact- 
ness, but the intermediate columns are 
suspect by reason of the large numbers 
of mares for which no report was submit- 
ted to the Jockey Club. The annual per- 
centages vary within a narrow range. 

A totai of 620 stallions covered at least 
10 mares each in 1955, as compared with 
582 in 1954. 553 in 1953. 520 in 1952. 
and 537 in 1951. Most of these—441. or 
71.1 per cent of the 620° total—ranged 
from 50 to 79.9 per cent in fertility, on 
the basis of live foals plus other reported 
pregnancies.
